Regulation and Economy of Common Schools in the city 
of Sew York. 

Passed April 17, 1857. 

Three-fifths being present. 

The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate 
and Assembly, do enact as follows : 

Section 1. The Governor of the State of New York shall ap- 
point live residents of the city of New York aa Commissioner! 
to examine the school system of that city. It shall be the duty 
of such Commission to visit such of the institutions for public 
education in that city as they may deem necessary ; to confer 
with the Board of Education, the Boards of Trustees in the 
several wards, and the other officers connected with the school 
system, or such of them as may request conference, and also 
with other parties desiring to make suggestions in relation to 
the matter ; and to thoroughly examine the organization and 
operation of the system of public education in that city. And 
the said commission 6hall make a written report to the Gov- 
ernor previous to the first day of January next, upon the mat- 
ters aforesaid, and annex to such report a draft of a bill, 
making sue changes and improvements in the laws relative to 
public education in that city as they may deem advisable. 

§ 2. Neither of the said Commissioners shall receive any 
compensation for his services ; but the necessary and reasonable 
expenses of the said Commission shall be paid by the Board of 
Education out of the school moneys of saiu city. 

§ 3. This act shall take effect immediately.

That they listened with much interest to the several competitors tor 
these prizes, and take pleasure in commending the uniform excellence 
which characterised their efforts, and which reflects great credit upon the 
instruction in elocution given at the Academy. The Committee look 
upon this annual exercise in oratory, and the emulation which it excites, 
as a most important feature in the system of free education ; and they re- 
commend to the students to use with diligence all the means placed within 
their reach for improvement in this useful and elevating department of 
culture. The exercises of the present year gave evidence that the speaker 



who represented the different classes had all paid unusual attention to the* 
study of appropriate action and gesture. Equal care as regards distinct- 
ness of utterance and articulation is indispensable to efficiency in public 
speaking, and in this respect the performance as a whole migh:, in the 
judgment of the Committee, have been more perfect, and the duty of de- 
ciding upon the merits of the candidates have been thus rendered still 
more difficult. In making their awards, the Committee have had refer- 
ence to all the elements of successful declamation, — choice of subject — 
vbice— enunciation — posture — gesture and general action. While several 
of the speakers of prose placed themselves in the front rank, the Committee 1 
unanimously awarded the prize to the one who seemed to them most 
satisfactory to combine in his address the best expression of these qualities. 

The prize for the best prose declamation is awarded to Sylvester Van 
Deusen. Subject : The Death of Hamilton, by Dr. Nott. 

The decision as to the prize for declamation in poetry was rendered a 
matter of much difficulty, by the fact that the recitation by John 
Andrew Ely, of The Famine, and that by Charles H. Kitchel, of The 
Building of the Ship, (being selections from the same author, Longfellow,) 
were so nearly equal in merit as to leave little room for discrimination or 
preference, and the Committee desire to have it understood that the 
award made by them is not the result of any such decidedly marked su- 
periority on the part of the successful as to detract from the merit of the 
unsuccessful competitor of the two just named-

Mr. President, — Although not of immediate occurrence, an 
event has transpired since the last meeting of this Board, which 
has filled many hearts with sadness. I allude to the death of 
Dr. Hugh Sweenj, formerly one of the moat Tfiomm^™\s&w 
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of this body. It has been our custom, and an excellent one, to 
mark the departure from this life of those who have been pro- 
minent in their membership of the Board, by resolutions of re- 
spect and condolence. To the memory of no one could such a 
tribute be more justly paid than to that of Dr. Sweeny. For 
ten years, two-thirds of the whole period of its existence, he was 
one of its most faithful members. No other person has yet 
been so long a member. Nor was it only by being of service 
that he was distinguished. He was attentive and faithful, and 
a steadfast friend of the cause, which has experienced a great 
loss in his death. Dr. Sweeny was also a man of a warm heart 
and courteous demeanour. He was kind and considerate to all. 
I came into this Board during the latter part of his membership, 
and my acquaintance with him was comparatively short ; but 
yet sufficient to form an attachment stronger than that of mere 
esteem. He represented the Sixth Ward in this Board, and en. 
joyed the unbounded love of the people among whom he lived, 
and to whom he dispensed the benefits of his professional skill, 
and the kindly charities of his nature. He has left among them 
a regard for education which will be lasting. Justly may we 
mourn the loss of such a man. I have not prepared a resolution 
appropriate to the occasion, as 1 did not anticipate that this 
mournful duty would be mine ; but if no gentleman has a reso- 
lution already drawn, I will move that a committee of three be 
appointed to report one.

Mr. President,— I cannot let this occasion pass with a mere 
silent vote in honor of the memory of one with whom I was 
associated so many years in this branch of the public service — 
who had been personally known to me for many years previous 
to his becoming a member of this body, and whose excellent 
qualities always secured for him the respect of all who knew 
his quiet and unostentatious virtues, his sterling sense and his 
conscientious discharge of his duties. Dr. Sweeney was a true 
man, as well in public as in private life. The practice of his 
profession, of course, often kept him from his place in the 
Board ; but when ho was permitted to be here, it was always 
to exhibit his enlightened, unwavering and deep interest in the 
cause of public education. Having come into this Board at its 
original organization, all the circumstances of his position being 
considered, it was great merit in him th&this attachment to this 
great cause was as open as it was sincere and patriotic; and 
avowed as it was under circumstances when he might have 
been pardoned for being silent, it was manifested in broad and 
generous views, when with a feebler devotion to it, or with a 
less balanced and independent mind, he might have attempted 
to lead its wholesome streams into narrower channels, or to 
make it a more restricted and unequal blessing. 

Mr. President, I second the resolution. 

Mr. Sinclair said : 

Mr. President, — It would seem proper that, on the present 
occasion, I should add my feeble voice in praise of the many 
virtues of the lamented deceased. It was my good fortune to 
have been associated with Dr. Sweeny, for a length of time, in 
the local Board of School Officers of the Sixth Ward. At that 
period, and for many successive years, that gentleman repre- 
sented with marked fidelity and credit that Ward in tiii&'&ttx^ 
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and filled the seat which I now occupy. He was a good and 
kind man, sincerely beloved by all who knew him ; an ardent 
and devoted friend to public education, and one of the earliest 
advocates of the present Public School system ; a gentleman of 
education, benevolence, and of the strictest integrity . 

In his decease, public education has lost one of its warmest 
friends and devotees, and society one of its brightest ornaments. 
Too much cannot be said in his praise. 

Mr. Boese said : 

Mr. President, — It may appear superfluous to prolong the 
remarks which have already been made, complimentary to the 
life and services of the deceased. I had the pleasure of know- 
ing Dr. Sweeney intimately for a number of years, and I feel 
that I cannot permit the present occasion to pass, without add- 
ing my testimony to that of the gentlemen who have preceded 
me, in favor of his many virtues. 

As a medical practitioner, he was an ornament to his profes- 
sion ; as a friend, warm and sincere ; as a citizen, enterprising 
and patriotic ; and as an active promoter of our present system 
of popular education, there were none that excelled him in the 
strength of his attachments, and the ardor of his devotion, to its 
best interests. In all the relations of life, both private and 
public, he was sincerely honored and esteemed, and it is not 
often that the community are called to mourn the loss of one 
possessing so many amiable qualities of both mind and heart as 
did he, whose recent departure from among us by the hand of 
death we sincerely deplore. 

" None knew him but to love him ; none named him but to praise." 

Regarding the resolution of the Committee as justly due to 
the memory of the deceased, I trust it will be cordially and 
unanimously adopted by this Board. 

The resolution, as reported by the Committee, was then unani- 
mously adopted.

The Finance Committee, to whom was referred a communi- 
cation from the Board, designated by the 25th section of the 
act entitled " An Act to amend the Charter of the City of New 
York," passed April 14th, 1857, presenting their objections to 
the estimate of the Board of Education for the year 1858, re- 
spectfully report : That they have carefully examined the mat- 
ter, and find the facts to be as follows : 

The estimate, as adopted by the Board of Education on the 4th 
day of November last, contained the following paragraph, em- 
bodying the material part of the document : 

" And the Board of Education hereby reports, that after de- 
ducting from the said amount of $1,126,013, the sum stated in 
the notice referred to in the 14th section of the act entitled 
i An Act to amend, consolidate and reduce to one act the various 
acts relative to the Common Schools of the City of New York,' 
passed July 3d, 1851, and the several sums of money directed 
to be raised by the 15th section of the same act, the said Board 
estimates that the balance will be ' the amount over and above 
the sum specified in the 15th section' of the said act, ' which 
will be required during the year for the purpose of meeting the 
current annual expenses of public instruction in said city, for 
purchasing, leasing and procuring sites, for erecting buildings, 
and for furnishing, fitting up, altering and repairing the build- 
ings and premises under their charge, and for the support of 
schools which shall have been organized since the last annual 
apportionment of school moneys made by the Board.' " 

In their objections, the Revisory Board make the following 
statement : 

"The 15th section of the same act (July 3d, 1851,) provides 

that the Board of Supervisors shall annually raise by tax a sum 

of money equal to the amount apportioned to the County of New 

York, for the support of Common Schools therein. This amount

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From the United States Deposit and Common 

School fund $60,544 49 

From the three-quarter mill-tax fund 152,345 06 

Total $212,889 55 

The same section also provides that there shall be raised a 
sum equal to one-twentieth of one per cent, of the value of the 
real and personal property in the said city. The valuation for 
the year 1 857 is $520,545,282 39. One-twentieth of one per 
cent, on this sum is $260,272 64. 

The whole amount thus authorized to be raised by the Super- 
visors for the support of Common Schools in this city is, then, 
as follows : 

By the 15th section, from apportionment $212,889 55 

By the 15th section, from l-20th of 1 per cent 260,272 64 

By the 16th section, from $4 per scholar 542,888 00 

Total $1,016,050 19 

The estimate of the Board of Education calls for. 1,126,013 00 
Making an excess of their estimate of $109,982 81" 

The only difficulty is, that in the document of the Revisory 
Board, although it expressly recognises the apportionment of 
State moneys to this city to the amount of $212,889 55, and that 
the Supervisors are also required to raise an equal amount by 
tax, the amount is only included once. Correcting this error, 
and assuming that the figures of the Revisory Board are right, 
the account will stand as follows :

The fact is, therefore, that instead of the estimate of the 
Board of Education being $109,962 81 over the amount author- 
ized by law, it is $10 ,926 74 under that amount/ It is to be 
regretted that the Comptroller has not only caused the estimate 
of the Board to be returned under an allegation that it was in 
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excess of the legal lisait, but has also, in an official communi- 
cation to the Common Council, previous to such return, stated 
that the Board of Education had overrun its legal bounds, with- 
out extending to the Board of Education, or to any of its officers, 
the courtesy of a request to explain the supposed excess. The 
Comptroller has put himself in a position of giving color to a 
clamor against the Board of Education, which is generally made 
by those who are ignorant of the extent and operation of the 
School system of this city, and the details of its expenses. It 
is a grateful service to such persons for an officer of personal 
character and high position to make an unfounded statement 
in relation to the Board of Education, necessarily subjecting it 
to the imputation of, at least, gross improvidence ; but it may 
not be as acceptable to considerate citizens, who realize the 
vast importance of our educational system to the people of this 
city, and their children, for countless generations. 

The Revisory Board " also object to the item of $125,000 for 
arrearages of 1854, on the ground that there cannot be levied 
in the year 1858 a sum exceeding $4 per scholar, as previously 
stated." This item was included in the estimate, because in the 
proceedings of the Board of Education against the Comptroller, 
the Supreme Court decided that only in such way could the 
deficiency of the year 1854, to meet which the Common Coun- 
cil of that year authorized an " advance " of $125,000, be finally 
satisfied, and the school revenues relieved from the embarrass- 
ment which the carrying of that deficiency from year to year 
occasioned. The right of the Board of Education to have a 
deficiency in any year satisfied, if it was unavoidable, and the 
whole amount claimed for the year was within the limitation 
of four dollars a scholar fixed by the school law, was expressly 
recognized. As the moneys raised for 1854 were within the 
limit for that year, by a sum nearly three times as large as the 
said amount of $125,000, it was supposed that such amount 
would, under the decision, be raised as a deficiency of 1854, 
even though, if added to the amount of school moneys esti- 
mated for 1858, it caused an excess of the limit for the latter 
year. As the Revisory Board object to the raising of any 
amount in the next tax levy above the limit of 1858, it is pro- 
bably better to reduce the present claim on account of the de- 
ficiency of 1854 from $125,000 to $100,000, which latter amount 
will be within the limit that the Board of Education is allowed 
to call for on account of the year 1858. 

For the purpose of maintaining the validity of the estimate 
for 1858, and to carry out these views, the Committee recom- 
mend the adoption of the following preamble and resolutions : 

WhereaSy The estimate of the moneys necessary to be raised 
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far the purposes authorized by the provisions of the act entitled 
" An act to amend, consolidate and reduce to one act the vari- 
ous acts relative to the Common Schools of the city of New 
York," passed July 3d, 1851, was duly made by the Board of 
Education, and submitted to the Board constituted for that 
purpose by the 25th section of the act entitled "An act 
to amend the Charter of the City of New York," passed April 
14th, 3 857 ; and the said Board have disapproved of the same: 
aud returned it, with objections, to the Board of Education ; 
and whereas the said estimate has been reconsidered by the 
Board of Education, and the said objections have been fully 
considered ; therefore, 

lte*olved y That the Board of Education hereby adheres to ii» 
said original estimate, as submitted to the Board constituted by 
the 25th section of the act entitled " An act to amend the 
Charter of the City of New York," passed April 14th, 1857, 
except that the amount included therein to satisfy a deficiency 
" of the school moneys of 1854, to meet the necessary expenses 
of the same period," is hereby reduced from $125,000 to $100,- 
000. 

Resolved, That the estimate specified in the preceding reso- 
lution be returned to the Board designated in the said resolu- 
tion, and that a copy of this report, preamble and resolutions, 
with a certificate stating that the preamble and resolutions were 
adopted, and the said estimate adhered to by a vote of two- 
fhirds of all the members of the Board of Education then in 
office; and stating, also, the names of the members voting 
thereon, be properly authenticated in duplicate and IjrawH 
mitted to the Board designated in the preceding resolution, and 
to the Board of Supervisors.

The school moneys provided for 1857 amounted 

to the sum of 1,100,410 82 

Leaving a balance applicable to the expenses of 

the year 1857 amounting to the 6um of $1,059,010 85 

Including the sum of $5,000 called for at the present meet- 
ing, the several requisitions for money made by the Board upon 
the Comptroller during the year, exclusive of the sum of 
$43,935 32, called for on the 18th of November, amount to 
$1,100,410 82, the exact sum raised for the year. This amount 
is the revenue of the present year for the payment of the de- 
ficiencies and overdrafts of 1856, and the expenses of 1857. The 
call for $43,935 32, above specified, was not complied with by 
the Comptroller, for reasons which will be hereinafter stated.

The actual payments in the year 1856 amounted to 
$961,885 75 ; but the total above given is made by including 
the sum of $11,632 76 paid as above stated, for salaries of 1856, 
out of the moneys of 1857. By such payment, on account of 
the previous year, and the overdraft of $29,767 21, above 
specified, the moneys available for the expenses of 1857 were 
reduced to $1,059,010 85 ; while the total of the payments of 
the present year amount to $1,089,448 27. The excess of 
$30,437 42 is advanced by the City Chamberlain, and must be 
paid out of the moneys of 1858. As all the salaries of the 
present year are paid, the amount in arrear is $10,962 55 less 
than what it was on the 1st of January last. This system of 
overdrafts and deficiencies originated in the wrongful retention 
from the Board of 1856 of the sum of $125,000, which was 
raised for expenditure upon its call. As the system is unsound 
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and injurious, it is hoped that the present will be the last occa- 
sion of a draft beyond the revenue of the year. 

Although the Board is thus represented as overdrawing its 
account with the Comptroller to the amount of $30,437 42, the 
overdraft is only nominal. Upon the application for a manda- 
mus to compel the Comptroller to place to the credit of the 
Board the sum of $125,000, retained out of the moneys of 1856, 
to repay a like amount " advanced " to the Board of 1854, the 
Supreme Court denied the mandamus, and took the ground that 
the account between the Board of Education and the city 
was a running account ; and that the money of any year could 
be held to pay an arrear of, or advance in, a previous year. 
Upon the same principle, the money of a former year not used 
should be available afterwards. Within the last six years 
moneys raised for the Board of Education have been left un- 
drawn to the amount of $69,941 25 ; and if the account was 
carried back beyond 1852, the amount would be increased. 
The call by the Board upon the Comptroller on tho 18th of 
November, for the sum of $43,935 32, was on account of these 
undrawn moneys ; but the Comptroller declined to comply with 
it, alleging that the appropriations of former years ran out with 
the year, and that the amount must be re-appropriated by the 
Common Council, notwithstanding the fact that it was raised 
expressly for school purposes. The lateness of the time has 
prevented a re-appropriation this year, but the Chairman of the 
Finance Committee of the Board of Aldermen, who is re-elected 
to that Board, promised to aid a re- appropriation after the 1st 
of January. The fact that there is such an amount undrawn is 
established by the following certificate :

I hereby certify that there remains a balance of appropria- 
tions made by the Common Council prior to the first day of 
January last, for the Common Schools in this city, to the amount 
of sixty-nine thousand nine hundred and forty-one f fc dollars, 
which has not been drawn by the Board of Education, and 
which cannot be placed to its credit without the same is re-ap- 
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propriated ; the said balance being on account of the yean 1852 
and 1853.

In the above statement the payments of 1857 are shown to 
amount to $1,089,448 27, while those of 1856 amounted to 
$973,518 51, being an increase of $115,929 76. Over that 
part of the increase which is for the salaries of teachers and 
janitors and other expenses of the "Ward Schools, amounting to 
$81,710 48, the Board of Education has not, or, at least, has 
never exercised, any control. 

Not only is the arrearage of the present year less by $10,962 55 
than that of the year 1856, but the amount of special appro- 
priations left unpaid is, also, less by the amount of $9,957 12, 
showing that the finances of the Board are now in a better con- 
dition, by the sum of $20,919 67, than they were on the 1st 
day of January last. The unpaid balances of special appro- 
priations then amounted to $66,678 90, and now to $56,721 78.

The sum of $11,632 76, above referred to, as paid on account 
of salaries of the year 1856, out of the moneys of 1857, is in- 
cluded in the above column of payments of the latter year. 

Each class of payments has been kept within the amount ap- 
propriated, except that of the depository. The expenditure on 
that account has been so great as not only to exhaust the money 
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reserved for it, but to cause a large deficiency. Part of this 
deficiency, to the amount of $4,932 75, by reason of the emer- 
gency of the case, was specially ordered by the Board to be 
paid; and if this amount is deducted from the total of unex- 
pended balances in the above table, it will reduce the same to 
$122,709 75, which is the amount of the difference between 
the aggregates of the columns of payments in 1857, and of totals 
of appropriations. 

As above stated, the City Chamberlain has kindly agreed to 
advance the moneys necessary to complete the payments of the 
year ; and the salaries of the present month, which are included 
in the above statement, can therefore be paid. Ihe Com- 
mittee recommend that the officers of the Board be authorized 
to sign drafts for their payment ; and, also, that this report be 
printed in the Journal, and for these purposes they report the 
following resolutions:

The President replied : Gentlemen, it is very gratifying, at 
the close of another year, to be assured that its varied duties 
have been so discharged as to suggest this expression of your 
continued confidence and approbation — the more acceptable to 
me, 'because I am able to trace its origin rather to your friendly 
regard than to any merit of my own. The courteous inter- 
change of opinion on the floor, prompt submission to rule, and 
a respect for the rights of each member, whether more or less 
conspicuous — often not less useful because less conspicuous- 
are far higher contributions than any degree of ability in the 
chair, to the orderly progress of business and to the main- 
tenance for this Board of a character appropriate to the pur- 
poses for which it was created. The unusually numerous and 
extensive alterations undertaken during the year to adapt the 
edifices of a past era to the requirements of modern schools— 
the erection of buildings — the demands of an annually increas- 
ing school population, and a great variety of miscellaneous busi- 
ness, have required and received from members of this Board- 
on the floor, in the committee-room, and in their respective 
districts — a degree of labor and attention that entitles them to 
the esteem and commendation of their constituencies. Regard- 
ing economy in the expenditure of public moneys as among the 
first duties of a public agent, and constantly impressed with 
the conviction that any lack of due attention to tbis subject 
would afford occasion for the assaults of those unfriendly to a 
system of common schools that depends upon public confidence 
for support, I have deemed it essential to guard this point, and 
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therefore have, without hesitation, resisted the establishment of 
precedents for new classes of expenditure, without affording an 
opportunity to this Board for its sanction or disapproval. Our 
common school system is the growth of years ; it has made its 
way against prejudice and opposition, and is now interwoven 
into the whole fabric of society. No better evidence of its ac- 
ceptability is required than the fact that its existing structures 
are scarcely sufficient to accommodate those seeking the advan- 
tages they offer ; no higher testimony to the care and faithful- 
ness of those administering the system — school officers and 
teachers — than the fact that, with a single exception, for two 
years, 100,000 children of tender age, in this crowded city, have 
attended these schools by day and by night, without the occur- 
rence of a casualty involving either life or safety. These, with 
the further fact that the standard of scholarship, and the attain- 
ment of pupils, will bear comparison with any other system or 
city — speaking more clearly than whole pages of rhetoric — and 
render it apparent that any ill-considered change in the system 
will be much more likely to result in disaster than in benefit. 
And, now, while we wait to take our place in that great pro- 
cession, whose footsteps echo through the deserted chambers 
of the past, and whose foremost ranks are already knocking 
at the portals of another year, let us gather our thoughts 
and pass in brief review those excellencies of our associates that 
we do not the less appreciate because we omit publicly to dis- 
tinguish and recite them. Those who leave us take with them 
the benediction of those who remain ; and those who remain to 
carry with them continuity and experience into the deliberations 
of another year, rely upon the interest of those now about to 
leave. In the office with which you have repeatedly honored 
me, I have sought no distinction other than such as attends the 
strict performance of duty ; and when I say that I neither ex- 
pect nor desire to be again designated to its responsibilities, it 
is with the distinct and grateful recognition of the uniform 
kindness and consideration of my associates here, and of school 
officers and teachers throughout the city — acquaintances among 
whom have ripened into friendships that I shall cease to value 
only when I no longer esteem intelligence, disinterestedness, 
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and integrity — desirable attributes in the character of the pub- 
lic officer and private citizen.

Mr. President — It is with no ordinary emotion that I rise to 
respond to the resolution which has just been adopted. No one 
can be more sensible than I am of the kindness with which I 
hare been treated by the members of this Board. During the pre- 
sent year, especially, there has been, as I fully realize, a warmth 
of feeling and a respectful consideration manifested towards 
me, which, instead of being caused by any merits of mine, 
may rather be attributed to an undue estimate of the value of 
the services I have beon able to render to the cause of public 
education. Upon its altar, it is true, I have cheerfully offered 
up a large portion of my time for the year now closing; and, if 
in the future there remains to me a glad remembrance of the 
sacrifice, as a reward for my labors, there will also be the con- 
sciousness that it was by the action of my associates I was 
afforded the opportunities of usefulness, and that only by their 
sympathy and aid have my services been effective. For all their 
kindness towards me, including this last crowning expression of 
their confidence and esteem, I return them my thanks from the 
very bottom of a grateful heart. 

Nor is it only on my own behalf that I would thank the mem- 
bers of this Board. Those whom I have had the honor to repre- 
sent on this floor have been treated with a degree of liberality 
and justice which they, as well as myself, fully appreciate. By the 
action of this Board a new school-house has, during the present 
year, been erected in our ward ; a measure fully demanded by the 
wants of the locality, but yet accorded, under peculiar circum- 
stances, with generous kindness. That building is completed. 
It stands a credit to the local officers, to this Board, and to the 
city. The opening exercises -will take \>iaco early in the coming 
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year ; and although every member of this Board will receive 
a special invitation to be present, I desire now to express the 
hope that we may then be favored by the attendance of all. I 
believe that those who visit the building will find no cause to 
regret the vote of this Board authorizing its construction. 

When I first entered this Board, I was personally acquainted 
with but few of those who are now members. It gives me 
pleasure to say that the friendships I have formed here are es- 
teemed among the most valuable of my life. In my intercourse 
with my associates, I have experienced great gratification. Yet 
being, as I am aware, of an ardent disposition, I know that I am 
sometimes apt to press my own views with eagerness, and, per- 
haps, without a sufficient regard for the wishes and opinions of 
others. It ig not probable that I have been at all times so for- 
tunate as to say nothing which fell unkindly upon the ears of 
another. If there be any member of this Board upon whose 
heart there is the weight of any such offence of mine, let me 
assure him that I deeply regret it, and that I desire to part from 
each and every one with cordial friendship ; and if, in future 
years, a grateful opportunity may occur when I can be of service 
to any one of those whom I am about to leave, it will give me 
heartfelt pleasure to endeavour, in any way, however humble, 
to show my appreciation of the kindness which has been gene- 
rously extended to me. 

I leave this Board, sir, with lively gratification that the great 
cause committed to its charge is in so flourishing a condition, 
and with an intense anxiety that it may continue to prosper. 
Upon its success depends, in a far greater degree than I am able 
to express, the future of our beloved country. Upon those who 
remain in this Board, and their associates elect, devolve, during 
the coming year, its high honors, but higher responsibilities. 
That they may be able to discharge the trust to the satisfaction 
of their own consciences and of the public, is the wish of my in- 
most heart ; and with its expression I again thank all the mem- 
bers of this Board for their kindness, and bid them an affection- 
ate farewell. 

Mr. Neilson said : Mr. President, there is a gentleman, a 
member of this Board, whom I have long tatorcra, wAte^W 
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I entertain the very highest regard and esteem, one with whom 
I have long been associated in this good work, and who has 
ever been faithful to the trust confided to him and intelligent 
in the performance of the duties of his office. It is the gentle- 
man who, for the year now about to close, has so ably filled the 
position on the Executive Committee on Normal Schools pre- 
viously held by myself. How ardous and delicate the duties of 
the position have been, no one is better able to understand than 
myself. He has performed those duties, well — I desire, sir, to 
offer the following resolution — 

Resolved^ That the thanks of this Board be presented to John 
Davenport, Esq., for the faithful and intelligent manner in 
which he has, during the past year, discharged the duties of 
Chairman of the Executive Committee on Normal Schools. 

The resolution was unanimously adopted. 

Mr. Davenport said : It would be indecorous in me, how- 
ever agreeable to my feelings, to remain silent after such an ex- 
pression of appreciation and good will towards me as the Board, 
by resolution, have been pleased to utter. The distinguished 
source from which it emanated and the support given to it, by 
the unanimous vote of the Board, call for an expression of my 
thanks for the honor thus conferred upon me. It was unexpect- 
ed, and therefore the more to be esteemed and cherished, and 
amply compensates me for any sacrifices of time or labor that I 
may have incurred in the performance of the duties entrusted 
to me. If I understand my motives in laboring for the great 
cause of popular education, they are that I may be useful in 
helping it forward, and in sustaining its integrity, and in my 
official conduct may deserve and retain the respect and confi- 
dence of wise and good men. Entertaining these feelings, and 
duly estimating this expression of your confidence and respect, 
I shall cherish and transmit it to those who succeed me by in- 
heritance, as a stimulus to them to endeavor to deserve the 
character and reputation of faithfulness in their public duties, 
and of good citizens in all relations. To those about to retire 
from the Board I tender my sincere wishes for their future wel- 
fare and prosperity. 

Mr. Sinclair said : Mr. President, I feel that there is one 
officer ofthia Board who is emiiisnftj enti&a^to our thanks for 
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the courteous, gentlemanly, and faithful manner in which he 
has discharged his official duties. I allude to Mr. Gilbert, th$ 
Clerk of the Board, who, for a number of years, has filled that 
important office. His intercourse with the members has always 
been gentlemanly, and his attention to the duties of his office 
faithful and cordial. There are reasons, which will be appre- 
ciated by the members of the Board, why I should offer a reso- 
lution complimentary to Mr. Gilbert, which I do cheerfully, 
and which, I believe, expresses the feelings of every member 
of this Board, as I am sure it does my own. I beg leave to 
offer the following resolution : 

Hesolvedy That the thanks of this Board are due, and 
hereby tendered to Albert Gilbert, Esq., Clerk of this Board, 
for the faithful, impartial, and gentlemanly manner in which 
he has discharged the duties of that office during the past 
year. 

Mr. Benedict said : Mr. President, the usual routine duties 
of the Clerk of this Board we are able to appreciate, but we 
' do not always consider that the better they are performed the 
less they attract our attention. Mr. Gilbert is entitled to our 
thanks for the excellent manner in which he has performed 
these every-day duties. I am not willing, however, to let this 
occasion pass without adverting to that higher evidence of his 
merit which is found in his having been eight times elected to 
his present office. During the period that he has filled the 
office, all those great changes have taken place, which, by im- 
proved organization, by harmonious consolidation, and by a 
constant forward and upward tendency, have placed our school 
system on that high level of merit and of popular favor which 
constitutes its real strength. My connection with the subject 
enables me to say — and this occasion gives me the opportunity 
to say, as I do, with great pleasure — that all those great mea- 
sures of improvement, about which there was much diversity 
of opinion, received the cordial, able, and well-known, but 
modest and unobtrusive, co-operation of Mr. Gilbert, without 
which the friction and jar incident to such great changes would 
have done much, if not to prevent, at least to hinder, their 
success, and to give occasion of bitterness much to be regretted. 
That, under these circumstances, he should have aecurad. \Jaak 
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universal confidence which is shown by those successive elec- 
tions by boards so variously constituted, I am sure must be to 
him just cause of pride, as it is to us and all the friends of 
education, just cause of grateful remembrance, I second the 
motion. 

The resolution was unanimously adopted. 
On motion, the Board adjourned.
